THE PILGRIMAGE. 


T'o-morrow the final ceremony of the Mahmal 
takes place in Cairo, and on the following 
day the Kisweh, or Holy Carpet, starts 
on its long and hazardous journey.

THE CHURCH OF ALEXANDRIA. 
In no province of eastern Christendom is 
the Church’s early history more obscure than 
in that of Alexandria. Until the middle of the 
third century, we have to be content with the 
meagrest list of names and only occasionally a 
tuller biographical notice (as in the case o 
Origen or of Dionysius). And for these scan 
materials we are indebted solely to Eusebius. 
The patriarchal chronicle of Severus of Ashmu- 
nain, whereof we have the first instalment in 
“The History, of the Patriarchs of. the Coptie 
Church of Alexandria.” 1, St. Mark to Theo 
nas (300) (Arabic text edited, translated, and 
annotated by B. Evetts ; being: tome I., fase. 
2, of the Patrologia Orientals; edited by R, 
Graffin and F. Nau. Paris. Didot), is, like all 
similar compilations; dependent, more. or less 
immediately, upon this common source. How 
many degrees its author is removed from the 
(jreek text has yet to be ascertained. ‘For al- 
though a Coptic version—and that a very 
inaccurate one—of the “Ecclesiastical History” 
has recently been brought to light, we know, 
from Severus’s own words, that he was unable 
to make use even of this without the further 
medium of an Arabic translation. From one of the 
three prefaces which introduce the chronicle, 
we learn how he laboriously collected his 
materials among the monastic libraries of 
Egypt, and how friends aided him with transla 
tions of Coptic as well as of Greek manuscripts, 
A comparison of the resultant Arabic with the 
Greek of Eusebius shows, as was to be expect 
ed, that.successive. translations have. often 
taken us @ long way from the meaning of the 
original text. However, it is not asa translator 
Ptaclias that Severus is of importance : he 
had access to documents of which’ not rarely 
he alone preserves a knowledge, as, for instance, 
in his account of the patriarch Demetrius ; 


‘and he drew besides upon sources: probably 


unknown outside Egypt, as in his notices of 
certain of the Diocletian martyrs, and pat- 
ticularly of Peter 1. But the latter bishop 
does not come within the limits of the present 
fascicule. It is, indeed, on account of the 
latter periods of his: chronicle hava A

Engineer of Ways and Works, Suakin-Atbara 
Railways, left tor Railhead on the 4th inst. in 
a special train composed of four saloon car- 
rlages On inspection duty, returning to Suakin 
at. noon on the 7th inst. The same afternoon, 
Sir Wm.Garstin,accompanied by Macauley Bey, 
inspected the piers and the works at Graham’s 
Point. His Excellency expressed-his entire sa- 
tistaction with what he saw, and with the great 
progress made in such/a short space of time, 
and. under many difficulties. 

On the 8th inst. Sir William Garstin, accom- 

panied by Macauley Bey and Drury Bey, Con- 
troller ot Sudan Ports, left on H.H. Ports and 
Lighthouses steamer “‘Aida,’’ which was followed 
by the Sudan Port steam tug “Hawk,” for 
Sheikh Barghout harbour, After the party bad 
landed aud imspectedthis new port, Sir Wm. 
Garstin went on to Suez by the “Aida,” afid 
Macauley Bey and Drury Bey returned . to 
Suakin by the “Hawk,” 
- The British steamer\“‘Sharistan” arrivedehere 
trom England with a large consignment of rail- 
way material and stores for the Sudan Govern- 
ment Railway on the 4th inst. 

H.M.S. “Sealark” (Commander Somerville) 
arrived here from Sheikh Barghout on.the 4th 
inst. and left again for surveying purposes on 
the 7th inst, 

One officer and 35 N.C.O.’s and men be- 
longing to the Works Department arrived 
here on the 7th inst. from Khartoum via 
Berber, aud are leaving for Sheikh Barghout. 
‘They furm the piuneer party and will start 
the public works there. ‘hey will soon be 
followed by about 1,000 more men from the 
same department coming vid Suez. The total 
number of men to be sent to Sheikh Barghout in 
connection with the publig works there will 
amount to about 3,000. 

‘’he anniversary of the accession to the 
Throne of H. H. the Khedive was observed 
as a general holiday, all Government offices 
and works being closed tor the occasion. At 
midday a salute of 21 guns was fired from 
the Customs’ Quay, and the town was 
en fete by day as well as by night, 

The Khedivial mail steamer “Missir’ arrived 
here a few\days ago from Suez’ with a consign- 
ment of timber, etc, for the temporary 
wooden bridges ™te<bererected for the Suakin-
